FDR Vetoed Ike on Italy 


W A SHINGTON (AP) — 


President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt and British Prime Minis- 
ter Winston Churchill over- 
ruled a World War II sugges- 
tion by Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower that Italy be given 
peace with honor in return for 
surrender, s e c r e t wartime 
documents have disclosed. 


The documents, made public 


by the State Department Mon- 
day, also show: 


—Roosevelt w a s sharply 


critical of F r e n c h Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle. 


—The United States sug- 


gested Britain cut its tank 
production and order more 
American tanks. 


—U.S. Secretary of War 


Henry L. Stimson accused the 
British of being only luke- 
warm on the planned D-Day 
invasion of Europe across the 


English Channel. 


The documents show Eisen- 


hower, then commander in 
chief of Allied Forces, pro- 
posed before the allied landing 
that Italy be promised a 
peace with honor should she 
surrender. He made the pro- 
posal in a May 17, 1943, letter 
to the combined chiefs of 
staff. 


Roosevelt and Churchill dis- 


agreed, however, and sent a 
telegram to Eisenhower say- 
ing, "Most certainly we can- 
not tell the Italians that if 
they cease hostilities they will 
have a peace with honor. We 
cannot get away from uncon- 
ditional surrender." 


Letter to Churchill 


The documents also contain 


a letter from Roosevelt to 
Churchill written May 8, 1943, 
saying, "I do not know what 


to do with de Gaulle. Possibly 
you would like to make him 
governor of Madagascar." 


Roosevelt's letter also ac- 


cused de Gaulle, later to 
become president of France, 
of stirring up trouble in 
Algiers.

behind schedule. 


Dynamics of Living 


Considering 
the study of 


family living, the dynamics of 
living, acting and being, Dr. 
Hey told the teachers that it 
encompasses emotional 
and 


social relationships wiithin and 
without the family. Included 
as areas, of study are such 
things as birth, dating, mar- 
riage, child growth and de- 
velopment. 


"However much we think of 


ourselves as pioneers in this 
field, we find the movement 
actually was active at 
tfce 


turn of the century." 


It came about, he said, as a 


result of {he problems of 
industrialization and the move 
from a rural to an urban 
society. • 


Anonymity was 
enhanced 


with this move and people 
found they could behave in 
ways that weren't accessible 
to them before. 


As we went in the urban 


direction, he continued, chil- 
dren found observing their 
fathers at work more difficult 
and the jobs they did became 
more mysterious. Young peo- 
ple lost their grasp on that 
part of their fathers' lives. 


Mora Women Employed 
He pointed out that more 


females b e c a m e employed 
and as a result were not so 
absorbed in their families. 
They 
found 
other avenues 


open to them. 


Studies of child development 


and behavior began to appear 
and sociologists and psycholo- 
gists began to look at the 
dynamics of family relations 
They were beginning to find 
that the human institution was 
not so sacred that it couldn't 
be examined. 


Dr. Hey said that home 


economists were starting to 
observe family living, too, and 
were moving away from just 
being able to sew a fine seam. 
By 1920. child development 
had become a speciality with- 
in their field. 


Sex education was also part 


of the scenp at this time and, 
according to Dr. Hey, was one 
of the ways mental and com- 
munity health problems could 
be examined. 


Rapid changes were taking 


place as a result of technolo- 
gy, he said. 
Adults were 


becoming involved in ways of 
living for which they were not 
prepared 


Buying Time 


"I did not anticipate that I 


would find myself spending 
my income in order to make 


time," he said, as he suggest- 
ed this was precisely what is 
being done when convenience 
foods are purchased and bet- 
ter and more expensive forms 
of transportation used. 


"I didn't realize the kind of 


thing I keep hearing in my 
sporadic contacts with teen- 
agers. They are beginning to 
see being able to spend money 
creatively as a more valuable 
marriage skill than just earn- 
ing it." 


With our social anonymity 


has come more sexual free- 
dom. 
The seeds for this sexual 


openness, he believes, have 
been fostered by our im- 
proved ways of making a 
living and of making material 
goods. 


"We're on the 
edge of 


helping to prepare young peo- 
ple for a world we can't 
imagine. Our American socie- 
ty is too complex with too 
many different choices avail- 
able to young people for us to 
assume t h a t doing what 


comes naturally is enough for 
them." 


Calling the task of prepar- 


ing students for a life that we 
as adults can't even anticipate 
impossible, Dr. Hey suggested 
that 
adults be helped to 


discover themselves so they 
can help children. 


Because students learn from 


adults — not from what is 
taught but from what they 
observe — family living edu- 
cation gets down to parents' 
attitudes toward themselves 


as sexual beings and partners 
and is an inevitable part of 
the education a child receives 
in school simply because of 
the 
interaction during the 


learning processes. 


Dr. Hey said that family 


living education should be co- 
educational and should be 
cooperatively developed by 
parents and teachers. Fur- 
ther, it should be geared to 
the stages of development 
while allowing for individual 
differences.

So many 
people have written and made 
films about Everest, but they 
haven't written or filmed the 
real stories about the climb- 
ers."

The 
assault on the mountain itself 
begins April 12 and is sched- 
uled to end May 21, with an 
extra nine days allowed in 
case of bad weather. 


The climbers will be issued

Objecting to the policy of 


taking on long-term debt to buy 
drapes and fencing for the city, 
Aid. Judith Winzenz (12th) has 
announced plans to block a 
pending $1.3 million bond issue 
until a formal bonding policy 
can be considered. 


Also objecting to a lack of 


information so far on the pro- 
posed bond issue, the council's' 
o-ly female . member said this 
morning that it apparently in- 
cludes items such as draoes, 
fencing, 
furniture and other 


small pieces of equipment and 
replacements for major equip- 
ment such as a fire department 
pumper truck. 


Including such items in a 


bond issue, she said, is a 
departure from past policy and 
if it is to be changed the council 
should decide the policy change 
separately from action on the 
bond issue itself. 


She said she will refer back to 


the f i n a n c e committee at 
Wednesday night's council meet- 
ing the initial bonding resolu- 
tions that will be up for adop- 
tion. 


At the same time, her resolu- 


tion calling for a formal bonding 
policy will be submitted to the 
council. 


She is asking that the new 


policy require that new bonding 
proposals take into considera- 
tion the city's current bonded 
debt, its projected debt for the 
coming 
five years, the 
life 


expectancy of items being fi- 
nanced along with their depre- 
ciated value when the bonds are 
paid off, and the cost of each 
item in relation to the total city 
budget at the time. 


In addition, Aid. Winzenz is 


asking that before aldermen act 
on any bond issue they should 
be provided with a detailed list 
of items to be financed, along 
with their cost, the city's cur- 


rent indebtedness and a five- 
year capital improvements pro- 
gram showing projected future 
debt. 


The 
five-year

and borrowing plan has been 
proposed repeatedly in the past 
and Finance Director David 
Champion currently has materi- 
als on file gathered by other 
departments 
for inclusion in 


such a plan. 


Champion once said he plan- 


ned to include the first yeafr of 
the five-year plan in the current 
year's budget, but by the time 
the budget came before 
the 


council, the five-year plan had 
fallen by the wayside. 


Asked recently when he plan- 


ned to get around to the project, 
Champion said sometime this 
summer. He said he is currently

Oxygen content of lakes is de- 


creasmp rapidly because of 
heavy snow cover and when 
oxygen falls below a certain lev- 
el, the fish "suffocate," wildlife 
specialist Ornn Rongstad said 
today. 


Snow is a direct cause of fall- 


ing pxvgen content. It prevents 
sunlight from reaching aquatic 
plants. Plants, when alive, pro- 
duce oxygen, but without sun- 
light the plants die. 


Rongstad said heavy snowmo- 


bile use contributes to fish win- 
terkill. The heavy machines 
pack snow, and packed snow 
may ttsnsmit even less light 
than loose snow 


High levels of pollution can 


make the oxygen supply condi- 
tion worse, it was noted. 


Plowing snow from ice could 


help but this is usually im- 
practical.

documents have disclosed.

—Roosevelt w a s sharply

—The United States sug- 


gested Britain cut its tank

—U.S. Secretary of War

English Channel. 


The documents show Eisen- 


hower, then commander in 
chief .of Allied Forces, pro- 
posed before the allied landing 
that Italy be promised a 
peace with honor should she 
surrender. He made the pro- 
posal in a May 17, 1943, letter 
to the combined chiefs of 
staff. 


Roosevelt and Churchill dis- 


agreed, however, and sent a 
telegram to Eisenhower say- 
ing, "Most certainly we can- 
not tell the Italians that if 
they cease hostilities they will 
have a peace with honor. We 
cannot get away from uncon- 
ditional surrender."

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The Campaign In Laos 


President Nixon, in his decision on 


L»os, agreed with the military view that 
one way to halt any-major aggressive 
move by North Vietnam would be to cut 
the Ho Chi Minh Trail in Southern Laos 
and destroy carefully piled up supplies. 
The President even went along with the 
military's request for a news blackout so 
the campaign could be launched in 
secrecy, although the impending 
campaign was publicized fully in the 
press of other nations, and w as leaked to 
;some sources in this country. (See 
column by Joseph Kraft on this page.) 


From a military point of view, the 


Laotian invasion is a rational move. If 
intelligence is correct, the destruction of 
vast quantities of supplies for the 
reported 120,000 to 150,000 North Viet- 
namese troops in Southern Laos and 
Cambodia could put off any major at- 
tack and give the United States added 
time to prepare the South Vietnamese to 
take over the major defense of their 
country. The Nixon Administration has 
assured the public that no American 
ground combat troops will be used in 
Laos, although the definition of such 
troops gets a little hazy at times. The 
government was apparently honest in its 
declaration 
that full American air 


support of the invasion would be 
available. 


Advocates of the move point out that 


the former major gateway for the in- 
troduction of North Vietnamese supplies 
was the port of Sihanoukville, now under 
the control of the Lon Nol government or 
what was his government before he 
suffered a stroke recently. Since that 
port was closed, they say, the rate of 
supplies being brought down the Ho Chi 
Minh Trail increased dramatically 
during the dry season. 


But those who oppose the strong 


United States backing for the move into 
Laos ask what will the United States do if 
the South Vietnamese should suffer a 
major defeat in Laos. Could we afford to 
shrug and be bound by the pledge not to 
send in our ground combat forces? How 
many American lives will be saved 
along (he DA1Z if the Nurth Vietnamese 
du attack there in strength? 


Vice President Ky has also raised 


the possibility of a South Vietnamese 
imasion of North Vietnam across the 
DMZ, whirh would spread South Viet- 
namese troops thinner. The decision to 
bring back the United States Marines to 
ward against a possible North Viet- 
namese thrust across the DMZ seemed 
an acknowledgement that South Viet- 
nam is not yet ready to do the job of 
defending its borders without American 
ground combat assistance. 


President Nixon has pledged to bring 


more troops home in the spring and has 
said that by midsummer only 40.000 to 
50,000 American ground combat troops 
will be left in Vietnam. However, his 
definition of such troops.does not include 
a similar number of "security" forces 
which will stay to protect American 
installations and which, according to 
Secretary of Defense Melvin Laird, 
won't just be standing around watching 
fences 24 hours a day. Perhaps the 
Laotian adventure \\ili give the Suulh 
Vietnamese increased confidence and 
assure more safety for those Americans 
left in Vietnam. 


Perhaps. But we've heard predictions 


of confidence and optimism so often in 
the last four years of this unfortunate 
war that it is difficult to accept them 
with full encouragement. 


Agnew's New Weapon 


It's getting to be that a major status 


symbol in the United States is either 
getting called some euphonious epithet 
by Vice President Spiro "Agnew or being 
beaned by one of his golf drives. 


Mr. Agnew has been quiet since the 


setback of Republican political am- 
bitions by the November election 
results. His silence may have been 
sought by political strategists while they 
studied out the election results and the 
whys and wherefores and girded for the 
next big one less than two years away. 
But when he played golf at Palm Springs 


in company with some rather famous 
golfers, the Vice President twice sent 
drives from the first tee into the crowd, 
hitting three spectators, one of whom 
was taken to the hospital for X-rays. Mr. 
Agnew gave up on that first tee and went 
olf in a golf cart to the next where there 
were not so many people within range. 


Interestingly enough the Vice 


President was sent to California to in- 
spect the disaster area around Los 
Angeles created by the massive earth- 
quake last week. Apparently he almost 
extended that disaster area to Palm 
Springs.

since the fellowship was formed in 1935, 
"Bill" explained anonymity in these 


words: "Anonymity isn't just something 
to save us from alcoholic shame and 
stigma; its deeper purpose is to keep 
those fool egos of ours from running hog 
wild after money and fame at AA's 
expense." 


AA members recalled for a moment 


Sunday, that here was the layman who 
sparked a revolution in public attitudes 
toward alcoholism and who worked 
tirelessly to develop the concept within 
medical circles that alcoholism is an 
illness which can be arrested but never 
cured.

a Loner on a far distant island, or one of 
hundreds in a great Cathedral, there will 
be a soft "Thank you" to (iod that "Bill" 
lived and did so much to make this world 
a bolter place "for this alcoholic to live."

Strictly Personal 
Great Art Offers 
Release From Life

My column on Beethoven's 


birthday brought a lot of flack 
from readers— some of whom 
disagreed w ilh my thesis that 
"culture" as such does 
nothing to improve a person's 


Harris 


character, while others took 
umbrage at my estimate of 
Beethoven's ow 
Tn personal 


character. 


Not to pursue the- argument 


into tedium, let me simply 
state what I think is true about 
the relationship between art 
and character, based not only 
on study but also on the many 
writers and artists (including 
even a few geniuses) I have 
known over a long period. 


In the field of the art.1;, a 


man's work represents what 
he would like to be; his per- 
sonal life represents what he 
has to be. That is. the best part 
of every creative man goes 
into his work; the dross 
remains in his personal life. 
This is win so many persons 
are disappointed when they 
meet a great artist in person: 
he is smaller than his work. 


I yield to no man in my 


adoration of Beethoven's 
genius. His last symphonies, 
sonatas and quartets are 
among the noblest productions 
of mankind. And he was not 
merely a- musical genius in a 
technical sense — he also 
deeply 
understood 
the 


spiritual roots of mankind. 
(This explains why so fine a 
virtuoso as Horowitz refused 
to play the late Beethoven 
sonatas, saying modestly, "I 
am not a philosopher.") 


But Beethoven as a man was 


quite another thing. While he 
had his moments of goodness 
and graciousness, he was for 
the most part in the grip of a 
neurosis that stunted and 
perverted the whole spectrum 
of his relationships with the 
world. In his life he did not 
possess the free will that he 
possessed in his music; he was 
a victim of his own psychic 
past, and only in his music 
was he able to escape from 
this slavery. 


As for the influence of great 


mus'c, painting and literature 
on their audience, there is 
absolutely no evidence, in 
history or psychology, that 
men who are moved by these 
creations are made in any way 
"better" in their personal 
lives or in their careers. Most 
often, they use art as a 
"release"' from reality rather 
than as a deeper entrance into 
it. 


And even those who per- 


ceive the profound spiritual 
implications of works of art 
may be too psychically crip- 
pled to transform this knowl- 
edge into positive acts of love; 
indeed, if the creator cannot 
do it himself, how can we 
*xpect the recipient to do so? 
We change only by the power 
of personal example, 
as 


Socrates and Jesus and St 
Francis so fully understood. 
We do not change by preach- 
ments, ideas, or symbols. 


Tolstoi 
tried 
more 


desperately than any other 
genius to live up to his works, 
and failed. In the end, he 
recognized that art can point 
the way, but is powerless to 
lead us there.
